PLAYING CAREER 


COLLEGE: Won nine varsity letters — four in football, three in basketball 
and two in baseball — at the University of Minnesota from 1946-1949. Went to 
Minnesota after being in the Navy fora year. Played football and basketball at 
Great Lakes Naval Training Center where his coaches included Paul Brown 
(football) and Weeb Ewbank (basketball). At Minnesota he was named All-Big 
Ten twice in football, as an end, 


PRO: Played basketball with the Minneapolis Lakers for two seasons (1949- 
50 and 1950-51). when they were World Champions. Finding, at 6-foot-3, he was 
one of “those little forwards” he signed with the Philadelphia Eagles, which had 
drafted him No, | in 1950. Asa rookie he started as a defensive end, In his second 
season he moved to offense and was the No, 2-ranking receiver in the NFL with 
57 catches. His first pass reception as a pro was good for 86 yards and a 
touchdown against Pittsburgh, After contractual difficulties with the Eagles, 
Grant signed with Winnipeg of the Canadian League and played four seasons its 
a wide receiver (216 receptions) and cornerback (holds record of five 
interceptions in one game). Led the league in receptions three times. 


COACHING CAREER 


PRO: After the 1956 season Grant, then 29. was named head coach at 
Winnipeg. moving out of the playing ranks to replace Allie Sherman. In 10 
seasons his Winnipeg teams won 102 games and lost 56. The Blue Bombers, 
under Grant, won six divisional titles and four Grey Cup championships. He 
became head coach of the Vikings prior to the 1967 season and has a 65-30-3 
NFL. record, He has the third-best percentage (.679) among active NFL coaches. 
Only six active NFL coaches have more victories and all have coached longer 
than Grant. His record of championships: Five Central Division, one Western 
Conference. one NFL. one NFC.
